A Note from Mr. Will  

Well met,
 
We will be honoring all the veterans in our community during the month 
of November with our usual flag and book display. If you are out and 
about and meet a veteran you know, thank them for their service as I will 
be thanking the veterans and their partners in the library and in my life.
 
After twenty years of leaks, we are finally in the last stages of getting our 
rear atrium fixed, at least in a temporary way. The repair will cost over $30K, and it will extend the 
life of the rear glass atrium for about five years. It is set to occur in November and involve rebuilding
much of the glass roof framing and adding 14 new glass panels over the stairwell. In addition, the
Newberg Library Friends and Newberg Library Advisory Board have committed to working together over
the next five years to raise the money for a complete atrium rebuild that will cost as much as $92K. With
a little help from our Friends, we will get there!
 
Second, we are hearing more positive news on the COVID front. I am hearing that the elusive herd
immunity factor may be reached in our community in the near future. This second item has made us
feel confident enough to start story times again in person. Safety, especially where kids are involved, is
still prime in my mind. So, we are going to run story time with limited room occupancy. Thanks to Russ
Thomas, Public Works Director, we will be using a UV light air purifier to kill any viral or bacterial
particles in the air. I count myself lucky every day that my town has such a fine Public Works team and
leadership.
 
With my wife’s support and blessing, I will be temporarily stepping away from my role as Library Director
to serve the City of Newberg for a short time as its interim City Manager. I will seek to the best of my
abilities to keep the wheels on the bus and help find the next city manager for our beloved community.
It was a tough decision but knowing that Korie Buerkle, Assistant Director, is here to lead our library
family in the interim gave me the confidence to undertake this short-term assignment. I am going to
really miss you all, but I am determined to keep doing a desk shift each week so that I can stay
connected. I hope to be back fully in the spring.
